Elk Grove tow nship realty val­ 
uations are $350,000 dollars higher 
for the 1939 quadrennial* than in 
1935 and $300,000 higher than in 
1938, which m eans either a million 
dollars w orth of new building or 
increases in property values. 
In Palatine tow nship the increase 
from 1935 is $140,000 while the in­ 
crease over 1938 is $200,000. There 
has been a lot of building in the 
tow nship outside of Palatine and in 
all probability the realty activity 
of M cIntosh interests can be cred­ 
ited w ith the larg er p a rt of in­ 
crease. 
The 1939 real estate assessm ents 
for ten country tow nships w-ere a n ­ 
nounced Tuesday by A ssessor John 
S. Clark following delivery of the 
assessm ent books to the county 
clerk December 30.
